]]ave ever, threatened it, this propaganda of 
disorder and violence, destruction and an- 
archy—committed, as there is good reason to 
believe, to a policy of hamstringing the. gov- 
ernment in every way and by every means 
possible while it is fighting for its life—cannot 
be suffered to go on with its plots and con- 
spiracies. 
There can be no temporizing or 
toleration, no leniency or mercy. 


The government cannot send its young m<m 
by millions abroad to battle a foreign foe and 
take the wealth of the nation by tens of bil- 
lions to meet the prodigious costs of defense 
and then permit enemies of any kind all lati- 
tude of freedom to carry on their destroying 
work in the very midst of the people who are 
ready to consecrate themselves and to sacrifice 
all they have to the necessities of war. The 
republic must be made wholly secure against 
hostile forces working from within or it may 
just as well give up trying to fence itself 
against hostile forces assailing it from with- 
out.

The raiding of its nests and the seizure of its 
literature, documents and correspondence will 
bring some things to light. 
And when tliis 
job has been suitably dispatched there will be 
other jobs along similar lines though dealing 
with different but not less dangerous classes 
of persons. The clean-up should be thorough 
and when the end is made of enemy propa- 
ganda and effort of every sort, it should be 
in a way that offers some guarantee that the 
end is for good and all. This is no time for 
half-way measures or kind rebuke. It is the 
time to see that the republic is made safe at 
home.

AMERICAN MERCHANTMEN TO 
CARRY STARS AND STRIPES 
AGAIN ON THE SEVEN SEAS 


BY BASIL M. MANLY. 


What is the most powerful corpora- 
tion in the world? 
The steel trust! 
You're wrong. 
Guess again, and keep 
on guessing. 


The most' powerful corporation in 
the world today Is the United States 
shipping 
board, 
operating 
in 
part 
through its subsidiary the emergency 
fleet corporation. Today oceanic trans- 
portation rules the world, 
and 
the 
shipping board comes very near con- 
trolling oceanic transportation. 


Most Americans have an idea the 
shipping board is doing 
a 
big 
job 
building cargo vessels to circumvent 
the U-boat, but they have no concep- 
tion of the part in making the United 
States ruler of the seas. 


Submarines or no submarines, the 
program the shipping board is putting 
through will enable the United States 
after peace comes to haul every pound 
of goods she ships abroad, instead of 
paying heavy tribute, as in the past, 
to British, French, German, 
Italian, 
Scandinavian and Japanese merchant- 
men. 


Think what this means. 
The ship- 
ping board is going to put the Stars 
and Stripes on all the seven seas, to 
carry commerce where Old Glory has 
not been seen since the days of our 
clipper ships. 


"The shipping board's 
construction 
and commandeering program will add 
nearly 10,000,000 tons to the 8,500,- 
000 tons we have today. 
From the 
least considered of maritime 
powers 
we go at a bound right up to the top. 


Only England will contest maritime 
supremacy with us. 
She has today 
some 17,000,000 tons, most of which 
Is ocean going, while a larpre part of 
our pre-war tonnage consists of lake 
and river boats, so she probably will 
have the edge on us when the war 
ends. 


Germany, which had about 4,500,000 
tons in 1916, has lost in 1917 more 
than 500,000 tons we commandeered. 
Norway, next in strengrth with about 
2,500,000 tons, is completely outclass- 
ed. while all the rest will drag along 
with less than 2,000,000 tons each. 


But mere ship tonnage is only a 
small part of our enormous maritime 
influence now and for the future. The 
United States, through the shipping 
board, is the arbiter of ocean trans- 
portation ratc.s throughout the world. 
Tlieso rates are now imdr discussion 
with representatives of the allies and 
revolutionary readjustments are soou 
to be announced. 


Furthermore, throuprh the seamen's 
act the shippin^i board is now deter- 
mining labor conditions for the sail- 
ors of all nations. 
The act, by mak- 
ing the sailors of every nation free 
men when they are in American ports, 
opens the way for them t<> force the 
vessel owners of other nationalities t<t 
come up to American standards. 
And 
as the ships of all the world must nitw 
come to America for cargoes, the lev- 
elling process is proceeding with groat 
rapidity. 


Many Americans view the enormous 
sums invested in ships by the United 
States as 
non-productive 
appropria- 
tions. 
They have never stopped 
to 
consider that the merchant ships will 
always be a source of revenue. 


Former Chairman Denman of the 
shipping board, tells me even if pres- 
ent shipping rates are cut in half every 
ship now building or commandeered 
for the United States will pay for itself 
and yield a profit of 100 per cent, in 
a year's time. 


Uncle Sam today could sell every 
ship contract signed by the shipping- 
board either to American or foreign 
ship owners at half again as much as 
the governmenf is to pay.

greatest number sunk have been Nor- 
wegian ships, about 400, or almost halt 
of the losses sustained by neutral ship- 
ping. 
The next greatest loss has been 
among Danish ships—more than 100. 
Sweden comes third with a loss of 
just about 100. 
Holland has suffered 
heavily with losses of about seventy or 
eighty ships, and there have been many 
Greek, Spanish and American 
ships 
sunk—about 
twenty-flve 
or 
thirty 
American ships. 


"And England hasn't been starved 
yet, has she," remarked Jimmy. 


"No, and according to Premier Lloyd 
George, she won't be," said 
Uncle 
Harry. 
"The damage done by German 
submarines and mines since the begin- 
ning of the war has been tremendous. 
Millions and millions of dollars' worth 
of ships have been destroyed and the 
world's supply of merchant vessels has 
been cut down as never before. But, I 
guess it is also safe to say, that never 
in the history of the world have so 
man new merchant ships been built 
and 
put 
under 
construction. 
For 
months and months the ship yards in 
the United States, England, France and 
many of the other countries, have been 
working night and day. ' New ships 
are being launched every day here on 
thjs side of the Atlantic and on the 
other side. 


"And when historians come to write 
the history of this world war they will 
say that the destruction of merchant 
ships was the greatest in the world's 
history, and then they will write that 
the construction of new ships to take 
the places of the destroyed ships also 
broke a world's record."

The boys in the army will appreciate 
every ounce of preserved fruit they can 
get 
hold 
of 
next wintei-. 
Patriotic 
women cannot use their energy to bet- 
ter advantage than by preparing gieat 
stores of condensed fruit and 
sugar 
mi.xtures to be sent next winter as 
gifts to the soldiers in the training 
camps. 


And no housewife need stop putting 
up fruit because she runs short of 
tight-sealing jars. 
Fruit may be pre- 
served in other containers if converted 
into jam, marmalade, consei-ves, or 
paste. 


Uncle Sam's experts have been re- 
minding food economists of these vari- 
ous ways of saving the 1917 fruit crop. 
Here are some of the recipes which 
have been tested in the national kitch- 
ens. These sweets are of a form espe- 
cially suitable to send to soldiers. 


Gingered Pears. 


Use pears not quite ripe, peel, core, 
and cut into thin slices. 
To 8 pounds 
of pears allow 6 pounds sugar, 1 cup 
of water, and the juice of 4 lemons. 
Cut the lemon rinds into thin strips and 
add them. 
Also add 1-S pound of gin- 
ger root cut into pieces. 
Simmer until 
thick as marmalade. 
Pack hot In 
sterilized containers, when cold cover 
with melted paraffin and tie paper 
caps in place. 


Apple Butter. 


Mea.sure the apples, wash to remove 
dirt, slice into small pieces, and for 
each bushel of apples add 4 gallons 
of water; boil until the fruit is soft, 
then rub through a sieve. 


To the pulp from each bushel of 
apples add 2 gallons of cider that has 
been concentrated to one-half Its orig- 


inal volume. 
Bring to a boil and add 
12 pounds of sugar. Continue the cook- 
ing and just before the consistency 
desired for 
finished 
apple butter is 
reached 
add 
spices, cinnamon and 
cloves according to taste. 
When the 
butter is as thick as desired, place in 
sterilized containers and seal imme- 
diately. 


Dnmson Plum Conserve. 


Four pounds plums, 3 pounds sugar, 
1 pound shelled nuts, 2 oranges, 1 
pound i-aisins. 


Remove the seeds 
and 
chop 
the 
plums. 
Peel the oranges 
and 
slice 
thinly one-half of tne peel. 
Discard 
the other peel and the seeds. 
Mix 
chopped plums, orange pulp, sliced 
peel, sugar and raisins. 
Cook all to- 
gether rapidly until bright and thick 
as jam. Add nuts 5 minutes before re- 
moving from the flre. If a thermome- 
ter Is available, cook to 102 degrees C. 
or 215 degrees F. 
Add the nuts and 
cook to 103 degrees C. or 217 degrees 
F. 
Remove from fire, cool, and pack 
Into jars. 


Grape Jam. 


Select 
grapes 
about 
one-half 
of 
which are underrripe rather than en- 
tirely ripe. 
Wash and stem the fruit. 
Separate the pulp from the skins. Cook 
pulp for ten minutes and press through 
a sieve or colander to remove seeds. 
Add 3-4 cup of water to each quart of 
skin and boil until tender. 
Then put 
the pulp and skins together and meas- 
ure. 
For every quart of the mixture 
use 1 pound of sugar. 
Bring the fruit 
to a boil, add the sugar, and cook, 
stirring frequently until it will give 
the jelly test or reaches 105 degrees C. 
or 221 degrees F. Pour into sterilized 
jars and seal.

The American committee has been able 
to carry succor to the stricken people in 
these terrino!ies through the efforts of 
Americaii. Swii^.t. Swodi.sh 
and Dani.sh 
mis.sionaries 
Nearly one hundred of 
the.se men are now stationed throughout 
A.sia Minor supervising the distribution 
of supplies. 
Three commissioners super- 
vise the work, serving without pay, and 
bearing their ow?i expenses abroad. 


One of the main brandies of the com- 
mittee's activitii's to which the Red Cross 
is lending its .support ia the training of 
women and child.en among the refugees 
to be self-supporting. 
Boy.s are being 
taught hauflicraft and building trades, 
while many of the women are being sup- 
plied with wcol and taught how to fash- 
ion it into garments for the children. 


Estimates laid before the Red Cross 
by the American con.mittee show that 
there are more than two million people 
in western Asia whose death can be pre- 
vented by direct and continued help from 
America.

In what is regarded as a most pai^' 
pable effort to defeat the purpose of tho 
government.

Henry F. Grabner, 2105 East Wash-^ 
ington street, and Michael J. Gumlock» 
a steamfitter, aged 27, were bound overl 
to the federal grand jury at Indian^', 
apolis, after a preliminary hearing be- 
fore United States Commissioner T. J, 
Logan here Thursday morning. Gum- 
lock was sent to the Allen county jait 
after being unable to furnish a bond 
of $500 placed by Commissioner Lo- 
gan. 
Grabner was rele^ed on a bond 
of $300 signed by A. J. Chebilot. Grab- 
ner himself is a property holder and 
this is thought to be partly the reason 
for his bond being so low. 


Local persons interested in the case 
are entirely at a loss for an explana- 
tion of what is regarded as a most vis- 
ible attempt to get around the pro- 
visions of the conscription law. 
Th®" 
cause for wonderment is that the at- 
tempt which may involve charges of 
perjury and conspiracy in addition to; 
the one under which the two men havo^ 
been held, that of violation of the con-« 
scription act, was one which it is said, 
no one could have expected to hav® 
gotten by with. 


Pleads Guilty. 


In the preliminary hearing Gumloclc 
pleaded guilty and although he did not 
have to testify expressed a desire to 
do so and told how the whole business 
had been engineered. 
Grabner denied 
part of Gumlock's testimony, the part 
in which Gumlock said that Grabner 
knew that Gumlock's mother was not 
even in the state of Indiana. 
Willlum 
.iackson, a saloonkeeper whose place 
of business is below the office of Jus- 
tice of the Peace Grabner, on Main 
street, whose name appears on the af- 
fidavit in which Gumlock purports to 
have sent $5.00 every week to fcis 
mother, said that he knew absolutely 
nothing as to whether Gumlock sent 
money home to his mother, but he did 
not deny that the signature was hi< 
own. 
No charge has been 
placed 
against Jackson as yet. 
He declared 
that Gumlock came to him with a pa- 
per to sign in a hurry and that h<* 
signed It but di.sclaimed knowledge ol 
what the instrument contained. 


.lustice Grabner said that soon after 
Gumlock left his office a telephone call 
came from the saloon below and that a 
voice on the wire said that it was Anna 
Gumlock 
upon 
his inquiry. 
Justice 
Grabner .said he then asked the party 
on the other end of the line if It waa 
her signature that appeared on the af- 
fidavit to which the party was sworn. 


All the witnesses testified to tho fact 
that Mrs. Anna Gumlock, whose ad- 
dress is Olean, New York, had never 
been in Fort Wayne. 
Gumlock ijald 
that Justice Grabner, knew this to bo 
the case. 


Judge Sol A. Wood, representing tho 
district attorney, L. Ert Slack, of In- 
dianapolis. said that there is no prece- 
dent for the case and that the charge 
of violation of the conscription act has 
simply been placed in order to hold 
the two men until the next term of the 
federal grand jury, 
which 
convenes 
early in October. 
The case will then

The limit of punishment for vio-

Were all ready and waiting to be mus- 
tered into the national service. 


After Commander in Chief Hoover had 
received his commission to weld the fem- 
inine forces of the country into a workinj; 
Unit to fight for world freedom and de- 
mocracy, the 
first 
telegram he received 
Was from the St. Louis Women's Central 
Cominittee on Food Conservation, 
seek- 
Inc the privilege of being the first organ- 
ized, 
working 
body 
of 
v.omen 
in

country to be mustered into service. 


With 
their 
application 
for 
enlistment 
went 
the 
program 
of 
service 
already 
drav.'n up by the St. Louis Food Conser- 
vationists 
for their 
big drive 
against 
waste, want, privation and hunger amon^r 
tha. allied nations on either side of tho 
Atlantic. 


Mr. Hoover was so impressed by the 
broadner.s and completeness of the plan 
of battle the women had submitted 
that 
he telegraphed 
them his congratulations 
Dn their preparedness, and complimented 
Iheir wonderful organization. 


Thus it was that St. Louis' crack wom- 
en's 
organization 
became 
the 
Western 
nucleus for the upbuilding of the wom- 
en's food conservation army t h a t is re- 
lied upon by Trcsident Wilson and

»Hied old world governments to do much 
to guard and protect their people from 
»tarvation and misery during the war. 


The St. Louis unit was formed imme-

Companies of garden guards have been 
formed a t the various school centers with 
regularly constituted 
captains a n d 
lieu- 
tenants.

pointed and thousands of 
children 
a r e 
now mustered in to w h a t Is probably the 
only organization of garden guards in the 
universe. 
Upon registration, each garden 
g u a r d is given a patrtotle button as «vt- 
dence of his enlistment. 
T h e only duty 
they are expected to perform is to act a s 
guardians over the thrift gardens of their 
neighborhood, 
to protect them from all 
their enemies, whether birds or creatures, 
men 
or 
children. 
The 
garden 
guards, 
while 
certainly 
the 
most 
enthusiastic, 
gives promise of being the most success- 
ful of 
the 
food conservation 
women's 
m a n y undertakings. 


To stimulate the establishment of gar- 
dens, the T h r i f t Garden Committee 
a r - 
ranged, through the co-operation of the 
soil 
experts 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Botanical 
Gardens, to have samples of soil analyzed 
a t the request of a n y t h r i f t gardener so 


that each person would be able to obtain 
experienced 
advice 
a s 
to 
the 
proper 
vegetables to plant and the suitable soil 
stimulant to employ to bring 
out 
the 
greatest efficiency of his soli. 


A lecture corps of soli and garden ex- 
perts also w a s attached 
to the 
Thrift 
Garden Committee, to be sent to all pub- 
lic meetings, and club organizations 
to 
speak on the necessity of planting thrift 
gardens and the proper way to go about

Upon 
t h e Education 
Section 
centers 
most of the work of the Food Conserva- 
tion Committee. As remarked previously, 
St. Louis womankind h a s heretofore both- 
ered her pretty head very 
little 
about 
husbanding the food supply. Indeed, why 
should she? 
Peace and plenty have al- 
ways been Joint sovereigns of this beau- 
tiful Mississippi Valley. 
Great fields of 
waving wheat surrounded her on every 
side. 
Potatoes a n d corn grew 
a-plenty 
in t h s fertile bottom lands of the valley 
States, and on the abutting plains cattle 
of

come changed by tho note of war. Plenty

F o r this purpose, food con- 
servation schools were established In tha 
domestic 
science 
rooms of 
the 
public 
schools, in the auditoriums of the libra- 
ries, the kitchens of the social

in answer to the call of 
their country. 


Classes were organized in w a r cooklns 
a n d tho canning 
of f r u i t s a n d vegetables 
by the latest 
scientific and

T h e 
possibilities 
of

and 
other 
substitutes 
for 
w h e a t 
were studied by thousand^ of St. Louis 
women in unison. 
Household 
economics 
were gone Into by able lecturers from the 
S t a t e Agricultural College, and the prog 
a n d cons of food husbandry and dietetics 
discussed for hours a t a time. 


To obtain competent teachers and lec- 
turers 
for 
these 
food 
conservation 
schools, of which forty-nine are now in 
operation 
in 
St. Louis, a 
normal 
food 
conservation school w a s established, pre- 
sided over by experts f r o m the 
H o m e 
Economics Department of the University 
of Missouri, a t which 150 women volun- 
teers enrolled with the intention of be- 
coming unpaid teachers In the ward con- 
servation schools. 


The school course in these food con- 
servation classes consists of six lectures, 
with 
practical 
demonstrations 
in 
w a r 
cookery, canning, drying and preserving. 


Out of these schools grow naturally 
a 
co-operative cannery, the most concrete, 
a s well a s the biggest undertaking of the 
W o m e n ' s Food Conservation 
Committee. 


Tho 
cannery 
Is a 
food 
conservation 
proposition entirely. 
It w a s 
established 
primarily to put a stop to one of 
the 
greatest wastes t h a t a city m u s t 
con- 
tend with, the loss, through decay or oth- 
erwise,

fruits and berries as may remain on hand 
In market, or shop a t the close of tho 
m a r k e t day. 


It w a s established a s a result of inves- 
tigations carried on along 
"Commission 
House Row" by the Women's 
C o m m u - 
te? on 
the 
Elimination 
of 
Commercial 
Waste. 
This 
body, 
in 
investigating 
Commission Rdw, the source from which 
comes 90 per cent of 
the 
city's fresh 
fruit and vegetable 
supply, found 
t h a t 
every 
s u m m e r 
thousands of 
dollars of 
fresh fruit and vegetables were thrown 
away, as results of overglutted markets. 


The committee was told t h a t this un- 
salable surplus w a s generally allowed to 
spoil a n d rot In some unfrequented cor- 
ner until some vigilant health 
offlcers 
offended nose demanded its destruction, 
or else t h a t It w a s tumbled Into a con- 
venient wagon and Incontinently dumped 
Into the river, which, conveniently, r u n s 
a scant two blocks f r o m the great m a r - 
ket. 


Such condition of aifalrs, deplorable a t 
best in times of peace and plenty, could 
not be tolerated in days of scanty 
ra- 
tions, reasoned the women, and out 
3t 
their indignation

T h e only way 
oi saving this unsold surplus lay in the 
provision of

One of the women bethought herself of 
the 
thousands 
of 
aimless 
excursionists 
and Joy riders who. each Saturday and 
Sunday, make automobile tours along the

rounding counties. 
With these a s a ba- 
sis, and the co-OReration of 
Postmaster 
Seiph and his rural route mail carriers 
»nd the long-distance wires of the tele- 
phone, the thing w a s managed with ex- 
treme simplicity. 
As It works today, a 
f a t m e r who has surplus produce to give 
t") the canncry, simply hangs to his gate 
post a small flag of distinctive 
design, 
furrJshed by the food conservation wom- 
en. 
Presently some leisurely driving a n - 
toniobillst. who has enlisted In the wom- 
en's auxiliary, passes by, and. 
noticing 
tha signal flag, drives Into the farm yard.

To curb the activity of citizens and 
others suspected of disloyal and sedi-

The seizures, the department of jus-

announced, 
were 
in 
connection 
with federal grand jury investigations 
in Chicago. 


In some cities I. W. W. officials were 
taken into custody for examination In 
court. 


Federal agents took charge of the 
national headquarters of the socialist 
party in Chicago, and served 
on 
its 
counsel a warrant calling for surrender 
of its documents. 
The wholesale raids 
were carried out in accordance with 
orders of William C. Hitts, assistant to 
Attorney General Gregory. 
Chief .lus- 
tice Covington, of the District of Co- 
lumbia supreme court, was preparing 
today to make a report to President 
Wilson on his investigation of the I. 
W. W. situation in the west. 
He made 
a close personal study of the recent 
outbreaks which have been character- 
ized by federal agents as an effort to 
embarrass the government in its con- 
duct of the war. 


A Concerted Attack.

respondence and other document.'^, and

The arrest 
a t Chicago of William D. 
Haywood, 
the organization's national 
secretary, 
was a conspicuous example. 


In Chicago federal agents took nos- 
session of the national 
headquarters 
of the socialist party and a warrant 
Huthorizing the .seizure of it.s docu- 
m e n t s was served upon its counsel. 


Quiz Centers Here. 


The .seizure of documents was car- 
ried out in accordance with a plan per- 
fected here by William C. Fitt.s, as- 
sistant attorney general, working un- 
d e r the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral. 
A statement issned by the de- 
p a r t m e n t of justice announced that the 
seizure of papers was made in con- 
nection with a federal grand jui-y in- 
vestigation of the Indu.strial Worke.>-.s 
of the World now proceeding a t Chi- 
cag^o. 


The department's action was taken 
oa the «ve of a report 
to 
President 
Wilson by Chief Ju.stice Covington, of 
the supreme court of the District of 
Columbia, who was designated recent- 
ly'by the president to investigate the 
labor situation in the west. Judge Cov- 
ington has completed 
his 
investiga- 
tion which lasted several weeks, and 
took him 
to the 
Pacific 
coast, and 
probably 
will 
report 
personally 
to 
President Wilson 
tomorrow. 


U. S. Investigates Sedition. 


Whether the 
concerted 
action 
of 
marshals throughout the country was 
in any way related to Judge Coving- 
ton's investigation was not disclosed. 
It is known, however, that Judge Cov- 
ington made a special study of the ac- 
, tivities of the Industrial Workers of 
the World. 
It was shortly after he 
reached the northwest 
that 
wenty- 
seven leaders of the organization were 
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arrested by Idaho national guardsmen, 
the day before the time set for a genj- 
eral 
strike 
in W^ashington, 
Oregpn, 
Montana and Idaho. 


The charge against leaders of the

GREGORY TALKS. 


Magnolia. Mass.. 
Sept. 
6.—Attorney 
General Thomas W. Gregory was a guest 
at the sumn'er home of Gol. E. M. House 
here when he received word that raids 
on the hcafl<]uarters of the 
industrial 
Workers of the \\'orkl in many cities had 
beer, carrif! out as arranged by the fed- 
eral depart nent of justice. 


"It is no secret," said Mr. Gregory, 
"that the 
Industrial 
'Workers of the 
World 
have been under 
suspicion 
for 
some time. 
The departmeTit of justice 
conducted a quiet investigation imtil it 
was convinced that we were warranted in 
taking sucli action as this. 


"I do not need to say that the raids 
will be followed quickly by indictments 
if we find anything to warrant them and 
the men will be prosecuted to the extent 
of the law if tliey deserve it. 


"We have operated from Chicago as a 
center because that is the headquarters 
of the organization. 
The raids extended 
throughout the west wlierever any espe- 
cially I. W. W. activity had developed. In 
the west the Industrial AVorkers of the 
World constitute a serious problem, but 
except for an 
occasional 
outcropping 
here and there I don't think it generally 
serious in the east." 


The attorney general declined to say 
what particular .offense would probably 
be (harged. remarking that they were 
only includf-d under the general term of 
"sedition." 
He left here for Maine last 
night for a vacation in the woods. 


New York, Sept. 6.—^The double an-

On the forty mile front of the break 
in the Russian land lines the Germans 
are pushing their advantage and have 
as yet met with no effective resistance. 
It is declared, however, that the Rus- 
sian retreat is by no means a rout and 
that a well deflned plan is being car- 
ried out in the retrograde movement.

through Its subsidiary the emergency 
fleet corporation. Today oceanic trans- 
portation rules the world, and 
the 


shipping board comes very near con- 
trolling oceanic transportation. 


Most Americans have an idea the 


shipping board is doing a big job 
building cargo vessels to circumvent 
the U-boat, but they have no concep- 
tion of the part in making the United 
States ruler o£ the seas. 


Submarines or no submarines, tho 


program the shipping board Is. putting 
through will enable the United States 
after peace comes to haul every pounc 
of goods she ships abroad, instead of 
paying heavy tribute, as in the past 
to British, French, German, Italian 
Scandinavian and Japanese merchant- 
men. 


Think what this means. The ship 


ping board is going to put the Stars 
and Stripes on all the seven seas, to 
carry commerce where Old Glory has 
not been seen since the days of our 
clipper ships. 


The shipping board's construction 


and commandeering program will add 
nearly 10,000,000 tons to the 8,500,- 
000 tons we have today. 
From the 


least considered of maritime powers 
we go at a bound right up to the top. 


Only England will contest maritime 


supremacy with us. 
She has today 


some 17,000,000 tons, most of which 
Is ocean going, while a large part of 
our pre-war tonnage consists of lake 
and rSver boats, so she probably will 
have the edge on us when the-war 
ends.

act the shipping board is now deter- 
mining labor conditions for the sail- 
ors of all nations. The act, by mak- 
ing the sailors of every nation free 
men when they are in American ports, 
opens the way for them to force the 
vessel owners of other nationalities to 
come up to American standards. And 
as the ships of all the world must now 
come to America for cargoes, the lev- 
elling process is proceeding with great 
rapidity.

States as non-productive appropria- 
tions. 
They have never sapped to 


consider that the merchant ships wil 
always be a source of revenue.

Gingered Pears. 


Use pears not quite ripe, peel, core, 


and cut into thin slices. To 8 pounds 
of pears allow 6 pounds sugar, 1 cup 
of water, and the juice of 4 lemons. 
Cut the lemon rinds into thin strips and 


dd them. Also add 1-8 pound of gin- 
er root cut into pieces. Simmer unti 
hick as marmalade.

terilized containers, when cold cover 
with melted paraffin and tie paper 
caps in place. 


Apple Butler. 


Measure the apples, wash to remov

Mix 
hopped plums, orange pulp, sliced 
peel, sugar and raisins. Cook all to- 
rether rapidly until bright and thick 
as jam. Add nuts 5 minutes before re- 
moving from the fire.

or 215 degrees F. Add the nuts and 
cook to 103 degrees C. or 217 degrees

On this particular night we watched
